imagine that, if .the .Army means to 
test air bombs fan the" Proving Ground 
it would fly a squadron of bombers 
empty from Barksdale Field to the 
military airport . on 
the 
Proving 


Ground, where they would load up 
with bombs, make their target prac- 
tice flight, and then return empty 
to Barksdale. 


This, as I said, is only a guess—but 


it's a practical guess, in view of the 
fact that the Army isn't likely to 
risk running loaded bombers over the 
inhabited country between Barksdale 
and Hope. 


And of course a field from which 


loaded bombers were operating would 
be no place for civilian fliers to "do 
their stuff."

Wonder Woman 
of Science 


Invisible Glass' 
Pioneer Gets 
Big Chance

SCHENECTADY, N. Y.-Some day 


your eyeglasses may be invisible on 
your face. Some .day you may see 
showcases whose glass walls seem to 
have disappeared. Some day your 
doctor may discover cause and cure 
of a baffling ailment by measuring 
your corpuscle thickness with a color 
scale. 


If those twentieth century "miracles" 


do come true, their roots will reach 
back to a Schenectady science labora- 
tory and'a crisp little spinster—Dr. 
Katharine Blodgett—one of the world's 


wanted for delivery. Then, by en- 
forcing the rule of don'l-load-till-you- 
can-unload, it was possible to make 
sure that roofing didn't arrive be- 
fore the structural steel and have to 
stand around on sidings in box-cars. 


That same principle has been used 


in handling all the material being 
shipped to Britain under the lease- 
lend bill. Goods are simply not ship- 
ped to the seaboard until there is 
a boat in port ready to receive its 
cargo. 


One of the first acts in the present 


emergency was for the railroads to 
put a manager of military trans- 
portation in the office of the quarter- 
master general in Washington. It was 
his job to keep informed on all Army 
and Navy contracts, supply problems 
and 
troop 
movements. 
Working 


through the car service division of 
the Association of American Kailroads, 
it was the function of this office to 
anticipate railroad problems and see 
that the equipment was available to 
do the hauling job at the time re- 
quired. 


The next problem was to antici- 


pate what the probable rail loads 
might be, right through 1942. The rail 
roads 'asked the government for its 
estimates, and the slide rule boys in 
the statistical section of what is now 
Office of Production Management got 
busy. By a neat calculation based on 
what they expected the national in- 
come to be, this year and next, and 
the relation of that income to the 
national income and the freight hauled 
in 1926, and 1929, the years that the 
railroads broke all records, they came 
up with the calculation that freight 
car loadings for this year would be 
76 per cent of the 1926-29 peak aver- 
age, 
and 1942 loadings about 81 per 


cent. 


The peak job for the railroads will 


therefore come in October, 1942, when 
they estimate some 930,000 cars will 
be loaded, with the total for next 
year at 42,493,000 cars. The 
record 


for 1929 was 53,000,000 cars. 


Strike Threat Ahead 


Equipment now being better, with 


freight train efficiency and perfor- 
mance 'twice as good as it was in 
1920 
as to speed of trains, freight 


per car and per train, the railroads 
think they can do the job ahead. 


Railroads won't, of course, be with- 


out their headaches. Staring at them 
are threats of priorities control, re- 
striction of shipping facilities to man- 
ufacturers not complying with gov- 
ernmental price regulation and, most 
the threat of a strike of their 1,150,- 
direct and most important of all, 
000 employes for increased wages of 
half a billion dollars a year. 


This is another one of those strikes 


'that won't be allowed to happen," 
but the success of negotiations will 
be a test of the model Railway Med- 
iation Board and its cooling off ma- 
chinery. 


W big*shot womeff scientists. 
Two years ago Katharine Blodgett 


burst into print as the discoverer of 
"invisible glass." She" had learned 
that a certain eodt!h& applied to both 
sides of glass, extinguished the re- 
flection of light arid th'us made the 
glass so transparent that it virtually 
disappeared from view. 


44 Layers Of Nothing 


She stumbled onto the knowledge 


after years of efacting' work in the 
General Electric Laboratory, where 
she is Dr, Irving Langmuir's assistant. 
Science already had learned that an 
oily film, only one molecule thick, 
could be spread evenly on water. Dr, 
Blodgett went further. She found that 
If she spread a film 
of cadmium 


arachidale onv water and dipped a 
glass slide into it, the film could be 
transferred to the glass in a layer 
only one ten-millionth of an inch 
thick. 
Then she learned that she 


could build u pthose layers and that 
44 made the glass "invisible." 


The reason is this: The coating 


Splits the light into two rays-one 
reflected from'above thecoating, the 
other from underneath it. So they 
get out of step, interfere with each 
other, and no light is reflected. Near- 
ly 99 per cent of' the light passes 
through the coated glass instead of the 
92 per cent transmitted through ordi- 
nary glass, and it thus becomes truly 
transparent. Clock face .covers made! 
of it disappear from view. 


The onl ytrouble with Dr. Blodgett's 


coating is that it is soft and can be 
wiped off. Other scientists have car- 
ried the 
experiment further 
and 


emerged with harder coating.- 


Color Interests Her Most 


"But as far as I know,'r Dr. Blodgett 


says,'"there isn't one yet which can't 
be dislodged. However, the non-re- 
flecting glass we have can be used for 
lenses sealed inside instruments, such 
as microscopes, periscopes and cam- 
eras." 


Katharine Blodgett carried her dis- 


covery into a second phase. She built 
up her film layers on lead glass in- 
stead of the ordinary variety and 
found that various numbers of layers 
produced different colors, so long as 
the range of their thickness was be- 
tween 2 and 30 millionths of an inch. 


For. instance, 30 layers: (each a ten- 


millionth of an inch thick) produced 
yellow; 40 blue, etc. 
' 
. 


"To me this is the ;most interesting 


part of the experiment," she says. 
'The thickness of body 'tissues lies in 
this range of 2 to 30 millionths of an 
inch, so the color gauges we worked 
out with the layers of film can be 
used to measure the thickness of bio- 
logical tissues. For instance, a doctor 
making a study of the behavior of 
blood corpuscles used the gauge to 
find out whether the corpuscles swell 
under certain treatment." 


Dr. Blodgett frowns on the phrase 


"invisible glass." 
She always says 


"non-reflecting." She also is quick to 
point out that nearly 50 years ago, 
other scientists found solutions which 
increased the transparency of optical 
glass plates. "But it was knowledge 
which lay by the side of the road." 


She Likes to Darn 


In the laboratory, 
Dr. 
Blodgett 


works with intense silent concentra- 
tion, her brown eyes,snapping. 


'It won't talk long' to tell about 


me," she said. "I was born right here 
in Schenectady, werit to school in 
New York, was graduated from Bryn 
Mawr and got my MS at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. I have been here 
since, except for two years when I 
went to Cambridge University in Eng- 
land for my doctor's degree.
